THK President of the California Uni- 


versity, it appears, has been scouring 
the East for agricultural lecturers, and 
he must hove met with unbounded sue 
cess. ,It is officially announced that 
four Eastern gentlemen have been eu- 
gAged to come and instruct the Cali- 
fornia youths in the science of agricul- 
ture. Then there is to be another gen- 
tleman (Eastern probably) appointed to 
the vacant Professorship. And. besides, 
arrangements are being made to secure 
the aid of California agriculturalists in 
the specialties to which they are devo- 
ted. The students are also to b« trotted 
around among the barn-yards, dairies, 
vineyards, etc., in the vicinity of the 
University. In short, there is to be 
such an inculcation of agricultural in- 
formation as was never before witnessed. 

Great gobs of 
agriculture! 


BETXCDY JOHNSON, who is 
first-rate 


Democratic authority, has come to the 
front with an opinion on Louisiana af 
fairs. He says that the Penn party 
were wrong in resorting to violence, be- 
cause the right of revolution can never 
bo supposed to exist under an establish- 
ed government. Each State is bound to 
every'other and to the United States. 
The obligation is snob that the right by 
force to change her form of government 
is not possessed, as its exercise might 
interfere with the relation she beers to 
her sister States, as well as to the para- 
mount authority of the United States. 
. At the same time, Johnson claims that 
the President has the constitutional 
.right to dissolve the Kellogg govern- 
ment. If this be true, then the Presi- 
dent has the right to overturn any and 
every State government, and the Empire 
inhere! Will Harry George stand this 
Democratic advocacy of Ciesarism with- 
out even entering a protest? 


THE grain-growing States cast of the 


Bocky Mountains have frequently been 
devastated by different plagues in the 
shape of chinch bugs, weevil, potato 
bags, grasshoppers aud other pests; 
while the people of this const, with the 
exception of Utah, have been compara- 
tively free from all such things. Our 
wheiit crop is allowed.to mature at leis- 
ure, and is not affected by rust, mildew 
or any destroying insects. If the fol- 
lowing from the San Jose Mercury be 
true, we may, in future, be doomed to 
the same ravages the Eastern States 
have passed through. 
The Mercury 


says: "We hear through private sources 
that the grasshoppers have uncle their 
appearance in Peach Tree Valley, Mon- 
terey county. The air ie full of them, 
and they cover the ground go thickly its 
to hide the soil. Up to the time our in- 
formant left the valley, and some four 
days since, they had not done much 
damage, as the crops were beyond their 
reach. The ranchers were enjoying the 
idea of fattening poultry for the Thanks- 
giving market, but disheartened at the 
prospect when grass shall start. These 
leftists will probably lay their eggs, and 
clouds of their offsprings will go through 
our Stole next, season. It seems a» 
though it was a special Providence that 
no ordered things that the farmers were 
induced to hold back their grain this 
year. We may need it for our own 
bread next season."

or mutual improvement and benefit, ns 
well as other classes. It was of the nt- 
uost importance that thej should do so. 
"he advantages of combination were il- 
ustrated by reference to what has been 
ccomplished for the interests of agricul- 
turists throughout the country by combi 
ning and 
organizing 
into granges— 


;iving them the power to protect them- 
elves against "jobs" and machinations 
f "rings." 
At the conclusion of his brief introduc- 


ory remarks Mr. Lynch said that it was 
roper cerinin committees Khomld be ap- 
ointed.

ivnch, briefly addressed the Institute. 
Ir. Campbell said that it seemed to him 
miecessary for him to occupy the time 
f the Institute with extended remarks; 
nt as the teachers had assembled there 
pon the invitation of the Board of Ed- 
cation, in behalf of that Board, the 
'akltiud teachers and himself he would 
xtcnd to the teachers from abroad a 
ordial welcome. In regard to the neees- 
ity of co-operation among teachers, he 
inught Mr. Lynch had expressed all 
uit need to be said. He was reminded 
aat at the last examination of appli- 
ants for certincatps, among the ques- 
,0ns given was, -'What do you think of 
'eacher.s'Institutes?" 
To this comm- 


rum a great variety of answers were 
iven. Some thought that the Institute 
light be of some benefit; others that, 
'hile possibly teachers might gain some 
enefit, yet that the time might lie more 
rotitably employed. Xearly all the re- 
lies favorable to the Institute ended 
ith a qualifying "but—;" the general 
lea beingthat the amount of good de- 
ved hardly compensated for the time 
icnt. 
He remembered one answer 


ery distinctly. It was, "I could pat nn 
little square piece of paper all I ever 
earned at an Institute." The writer of 
lat confession did not state that he ^r 
ic) had ever attended a California In- 


stitute. 
Mr. Campbell hoped that that 


teacher was present at this Institute, and 
that at its close te might get a note from 
him to the effect that he had changed 
his mind. 


As had been suggested by Mr. Lynch, 


whether the. Institute shall prove to be 
a success or not will depend upon its 
members—not «i>ou those who come be- 
fore it as lecturers or instructors. If 
we sit here merely as passive recipients 
of instruction, expecting to 
become 


thoroughly posted upon the true theory 
of teaching and just how to insure suc- 
cess—a subject which life is not long 
enough to exhaust—we shall be disap- 
pointed. 
The utmost we need reasona- 


bly to expect is hints and material for 
future thought .ind experiment. 


Mr. Campbell suggested that it would 


be a wise plan for the members of the 
Institute to. take notes of whatever is 
suggested new to them; they could after- 
ward make use of that which was valu- 
able. 
While the teachers had as.seiubbd 


mainly to cheer each other nud strength- 
en each others' hands, they vrc for- 


tunate in not being obliged to depcm' 
on that alone, as experienced instructors 
were there to aid (hem. 
In conclusion. 


Mr. Campbell trusted that the Institut 
would prove of practical benefit to nil. 


At the. conclusion of Mr. Campbell's 


remarks, Mr. Lynch requested the Com- 
mittee on Music to come forward; bnt 
Miss Brown not being present, the busi- 
ness of the. Committee was deferred. 


MB. 


Principal of the High School, being 
called upon, made a few rrmniks. He 
had informed Mr. Lynch a ft w moments 
before that he hud nothing to s,iy, but 
the remarks of Mi. Campbell had sug- 
gested an idi'n that it would lie well 
enough for all interested to take into 
consideration. 
It is well known that a 


majority of the toacheis tire engaged in 
instructing primary scholars. 
A great 


deal of the work of the Institute, there- 
fore, should have reference to primary 
teaching. 
If the new-beginners get the 


right btart. their success afterwards is 
assured. He hoped those engaged in 
teaching piimary schools would give 
this important fact their earnest consid- 
eration. Although he had had over 2(1 
years' experience in teaching, he felt he 
had yet much to learn in regard to train- 


; and teaching primary scholars. The 


piimary school is the place where the 
greatest amount of good or harm can be 
done t.) the pupil. The -liscussions in 
regard to teacuing should be mainly in 
reference to drawing, spelling, etc. 


Mr. Lynch said that he heartily ap- 


proved the suggestion of Mr. Campbell, 
:hat the members of the Institute take 
notes, and would furnish paper -for the 
nH-pose to those who desired the accom- 
umliition. 


J'llOl'KSSOli AI.LKN, 


Principal of the State Nbimal School, 
was then introduced. 
Mr. Allen re- 


marked that as the time was limited the 
Institute ought to get to work at once, 
aud no time should be wasted ill intro- 
luctory nonsense. While Institutes nnd 
Normal Schools could and ought to be 
of great benefit to teachers, no one knew 
letter than himself how faulty those iu- 
ititution sometimes were—how much 
hey lacked. 
If any teachers were to be 


irofited by this short session it would be 
)ecause they were on the alert. All 
earnest teachers would be profited in 
cuowledge, in everything—most of all 
n being compelled to think. No teach- 
er could leave the Institute and go 
>ack and teach just exactly as they 
aught before; perhaps not as well—but 
uost (of them would probably cor- 
rect some errors. 
There are (4,000 


nipils in the county, aud one error 
now might be multiplied four thousand 
inies. There were two classes of teach- 
ers who nre never benefited by attcnd- 
ng Institutes. 
He would take it for 


;rnnted that neither of these classes was 
represented in the Alameda County In- 
stitute, and as he never allowed hiiaself to 
speak evil of persons behind their backs, 
ic would not designate them. Teachers 
5hould note carefully what is presented 
whether they believe it or not. The 
ime was when he thought he knew all 
about teaching. 
That w as when he had 


:aught his third term. 
About the fifth 


:erm he found he did not quite know it 
all. Some time afterward he had anoth- 
er attack of the same egotistic disease, 
jut finally got over it. he hoped pr-una- 
nently. 


•'Wo do not," said the Professor, 


'yet know how to teach, nor how to 
prepare teachers: we have not got at the 
;rand secret. We have not got it at the 
\ormal School; we are still striving, 
coking, groping fur it, but we are work- 
ng towards it."

"hi reply to the as-,ritiou that the 


College of Agriculture lias been neglect- 
ed, the llegcuts call attention to the fol- 
lowing facts, premising that not a year 


the completion of 
beginning of in- 


structions at Berkeley. 
They'.also re- 


mark that Dr. Carr, under oath last win- 
ter before the Legislative Committee, 
testified that the llegents had done as 
well .is they could in the time nud with 
the money at their disposal. 
He also 


testified that the course of instruction 
compared favorably with that of agricul- 
tural colleges elsewhere. 
The course of 


instruction has not since been modified. 
In the opinion of the Regents it only 
needs a competent agricultural professor 
to be worthy ot the State and the Uni- 
versity, end to satisfy all requirements 
of the agricultural community. 


'As regards the removal of Professor 


Carr from the position of Professor of 
Agriculture, the Itc^oiits have this opin- 
ion, 
namely: that it is <ieir duty, in the 


discharge of the trust:; committed to 
their care, to know more of the internal 
administration of the University and of 
the fitness or unfitness of any member 
of the Educational Staft', than their fol- 
low-eiti/ens of the State in general can 
know. The llegents believe that they 
do know more of these matters. If they 
did not, they could hardly maintain 
their self-respect in au office "whose du- 
ties and obligations they had neither the 
faithfulness nor the intelligence to dis- 
charge. 
The removal of that Professor 


was deliberate and well considered. And 
10 careful were the Regents in regard to 
all its personal relations, that the infor- 
mal opinion of the Hoard, that Professor 
[,'arr should resign, was conveyed to 
:iim privately. Instead ef accepting that 
opinion and acting on it, as r. true regard 
for the welfare of the University and his 
own good name would suggest, he re- 
sented the well-meant courtesy of the 
Regents and compelled them to remove 
aim. He was removed for 'iucompeten- 
cy and unfitness.1 The Regents desire to 
.ivoid all personal controversy and all per- 
sonal allusions. They believe that they 
know what iucompeteucy and unfitness 
are, and that they have had abundant 
opportunity to observe nnd judge dur- 
ing a period of five years for which Pro- 
fessor Carr has held a position in the 
University, aud every day confirms them 
iu the wisdom of their course. 


"Your memorial expresses an opposi- 


tion to the appointment of any Lectur- 
ers on Agriculture, because it would be 
a misappropriation of the fluids set 
apart for the exclusive benefit and prac- 
tical development of the agricultural and 
mechanical departments of the Univer- 
sity, and of no material benefit to the 
people of the State. 
Xow, Section 1:3 


of the organic act creating the Univer- 
sity, makes it the duty of the Eegents 
to consider and decide the question 
whether the interests of the University 
and of the students, as well as those of 
the State, and of the great body of 
scientific rr.en in the State -whose pur- 
pose is to devote themselves to public 
instruction will not be greatly promoted 
by committing those courses of instruc- 
tion which are brief and special, to pro- 
fessors employed for short terms, and 
for only a portion of curb year ill their 
special departments, and to be termed 
non-resident professors; and other sec- 
tions of the same law prescribe that 
such non-resident professors shall not 
participate in the government of the 
University. 
Now, this 
whole plan, 


idopted from the organic law of Cornell 
University, contemplates the establish- 
ment of lecturers in the University, ac- 
cording to the most approved methodi 
of instruction in the most distinguished 
institutions. 


-"Finally, the memorial of your Joint 


Committee makes a strong impression 
upon the minds of the Regents of the 
mistake and misapprehension that may 
possets so intelligent a body as your- 
selves. 
To correct this and to diffuse 


more intelligent opinions, the Regents 
invite you and their fellow-citizens gen- 


rally to visit the University and ob- 
serve its administration and instructions. 
The University is in a prosperous aud 
Jourishiug condition, and ought to be 
:>etter known by those who take so great 
in interest in its welfare."
